LONDON, April 1 (UP)— 


Beverly Baxter, Conservative 
member of Parliament and 
former editor of Lord Beaver- 
brook’s Daily Express, said today 
he thinks Prime Minister 
Churchill will resign. in “‘a mat- 
ter of hours.”

Of the 41 families living in 
permanent dwellings, all but 
four occupied living quarters

lacked hot water, and 27 had no 
private bath. To date 13 of 
these families have been relo- 
cated, and the remainder will 
move shortly, for demolition is 
expected to get under way next 
month. 

Praises Relocation Man. 
Mr. and Mrs.’ Frank Larkin, 
old-age pensioners who lived in 
a three-room flat above a tav- 
ern at 1529 Market street, had 
been seeking other living quar- 
ters for quite a while, but with 
an income of $110 a month it 
was hard to find a desirable 
place within their means, 
“The 
awful nice,” Mrs, Larkin relat- 
ed. “He told us not to worry 
—he’” find us a good place that 
we could afford. And he did.” 

A week ago the Larkins 
moved into Clinton -Peabody 
Terrace, public housing project 
for low-income families. When 
they saw the apartment at 1428 
Peabody court, they wanted to 
move in at once, but they had to 
wait a few days for the free 
redecoration.

U. S. CONSUMERS 
SET RECORD IN 
BUYING ON CREDIT 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (UP) 
~The nation’s economy is riding 
the biggest instalment buying 
wave in history, Federal Reserve 
figures showed today. - 

As of Feb... 28, the nation’s 
consumers had:a record $22,- 
500,000,000 of instalment debt. 
This covered their purchases of 
automobiles, -household appli- 
ances, furniture and other goods 
as well as loans for home repair 
and personal loans. 

Figures prepared by the Fed- 
eral Reserve board’s staff show 
almost half the total—$10,600,- 
000,000 — was for automobiles 
and $1,550,000,000 in home re- 
pair and modernization loans. 

The increase in all instalment 
credit on a three-month period 
had been $500,000,000. That rep- 
resented the increase in automo- 
bile credit, augmented by a 
slight rise in credit. for other 
consumer goods and in personal 
loans and partly offset by a 
Slight decrease repair and 
modernization loafis:

From a baronial office on the 
twenty-fourth floor of the Tri- 
bune Tower, Col. McCormick 
surveyed the world with a criti- 
cal eye. But he did: not> dwell 
in an ivory tower. No detail 

Chicagoland,” a five-state mid- 
west area sefved by the Tribune, 
escaped this attention, and he 
maintained sage direction over 
myriad business interests. 

While regarding “Chicagoland” 
as the heart of the nation, he in- 
vaded Washington in 1949, pur- 
chasing the Times-Herald for 
$4,500,000 with the avowed aim 
of “carrying the United States 
te. Washington.” Previously, he 
had ‘taken over the tabloid New 
York Daily News after the death 
of his cousin, Joseph Patterson.

He sold the Times-Herald 
M~~ch 17, 1954, to Eugene Meyer, 
publisher of the Washington 
Post, for $8,500,000. 

Col. McCormick an implacable 
foe of the New Deal and all its 
works, aspired to be a national 
political power but his influence 
was confined primarily to Illi- 
nois. He could elect an alder- 
man, a Governor, a Senator, or 
a Congressman, but he never be- 
came a President maker. He was 
frustrated on the national scene, 
even in his own party. 

In 1948 and again in 1952 he 
supported the late United States 
Senator Robert A. Taft for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion and regarded favorably Gen. 
Douglas A. MacArthur. 

After President. Eisenhower 
was nominated in 1952. Col. Mc- 
Cormick predicted that the Re- 
publican ticket would lose be- 
cause its platform “threatened 
the existence of our republic.” 
He shad urged formation of a 
third party, to be known as “the 
American Party,” with machin- 
ery geared for action in 1956. 
During the campaign he accused 
nominee Eisenhower of adopting 
New Deal policies as his own 
and seeking to make them those 
of the party. 

A few days before the presi- 
dential election the Tribune ad- 
vised its readers to vote for Gen. 
Eisenhower “with reluctance” as 
preferable to Democrat Adfai 
Stevenson. Since the election it

He once suggested that Eng- 
land, Canada and Australia join 
the United States as states in 
the Union. His suggestion, he 
observed, “provoked -a perfect 
furor both overseas and among 
the tories of the United States.” 


Warned of British Invasion. 


In World War II; Col. McCor- 
mick asserted in a speech that 
the American General Staff had 
feared a British invasion of this 
country after World War I. 
While conceding that the idea 
appeared “fantastic,” he said it 
did not seem so to the General 
Staff at that time. 

“I know, because I worked 
with the General Staff,” Col. 
McCormick said, “on -plans for 
the defense of Detroit.” 

Col. McCormick related that 
a “tremendous tension” had 
arisen between Great Britain 
and the United States over 
American naval building plans 
before adoption of a naval lim- 
itation treaty. 


Col. McCormick’ stated, “that 
our General Staff feared an 
army of 300,000 regulars, then 
in England, would be landed in 
Canada and. marched against 
this country, which had com- 
pletely demobilized.” 

Before Pearl: Harbor, the 
Tribune consistently urged that 
the United States keep out of 
World War II. It described the 
lend-lease measure as a “dicta- 
tor bill,” opposed other plans of 
President Roosevelt for aiding 
England and France, and sup- 
ported the “America First” 
movement. 

Shortly after .the United 
States entered the war, the 
Tribune published a story under 
a Washington dateline that gave 
an estimate of the size and 
strength of the Japanese fleet 
defeated in the battle of Mid- 
way. The Tribune explained it 
was written in Chicago and was 
based on information gained by 
one of its war correspondents 
while witnessing the Coral Sea

Many of his formative years 
were spent abroad when his 
father, who later became envoy 
to Russia, was stationed at 
various diplomatic pots. Young 
McCormick attended Ludgrove, 
a school in London, where he 
played both soccer and cricket. 
Later he became a Groton 
schoolmate of former President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, going on 
to Yale University. He went to 
law school and Northwestern 
University and in 1907 was ad- 
mitted to the bar.

He 
served asa delegate to several 
Republican national conven- 
tions. 

He was elected to a two-year 
term on Chicago City Council 
in 1904 and later was elected to 
the Sanitary Plan Commission.

Votes for $25,000,000 
Strike Fund—Reuther 


Says N.A.M. Group 
Seeks $30,000,000. 


CLEVELAND, April 1. (AP)— 
The big CIO United Auto Work- 
ers neared an end of its annual 
convention today with delegates 
pledged to an all-out campaigh 
to win the union’s guaranteed 
annual wage demand from the 
automobile industry. 

Walter Reuther, president of 
the CIO and the UAW, pre- 
dicted, “We are going to meet 
powerful foes on the field of 
battle” when bargaining begins 
next week with General Motors 
and the following week with 
Ford, but, he said, “we shall<ivt 
fail.” i 

The UAW is committed to 
strike action to back up its de- 
mand .for the year-around pay 
plan, plus improved pensions 
and higher wage rates. 

In the absence of an almost 
complete lack of reaction from 
the automobile industry to the 
UAW ’s bargaining requests, Reu- 
ther seized yesterday on a re- 
cent announcement that busi- 
ness men are raising a fand.to 
eonduct a “hard-hitting” public 
relations program against the 
year-around pay idea.

The fund is being solicited by 
the United States Business Com- 


' mittee, affiliated with the Na- 


tional Association of Manufac- 


turers, and -Reuther said their | 


goal is to raise $30,000,000. 

“I pray there will. be that 
little bit of wisdom necessary to 
see the facts of life on the part 
of the leaders of the N.A.M.” 
Reuther said, “and that they'll 
Save their 30,000,000 — the 
amount they want te raise to 
block’ social progress—because 
we are going forward. 

“The N.A.M. had better read 
history. They had better read 


that when you stand in the way 


of progress you are going to get 
run over.” 

Reuther said the N.A.M. was 
driving a 16-cylinder Cadillac 
down the highway of the future 
without a windshield and only a 
rear-view mirror. 

“We're in favor of the 16- 
cylinder job,”. he said.

Pulitzer’s life was the Post-Dispatch. The man 
and the newspaper grew up together in a sense 
and together they lived through nearly the same 
three quarters of a century. The newspaper was 
established by his father, the first Joseph Pulit- 
ver, in. 1878. It was only seven years later that 
the Post-Dispatch’s editor ang’ ‘publisher was 
born. 

Mr. Pulitzer’s” personal association with the 
Post-Dispatch lacked but one year .of rounding 
out to 50. Since 1912 he had been president of 
the Pulitzer Publishing Co. and in active charge 
of the editing and shaping of the daily and Sun- 


day editions. In more recent years he had been a ‘ 


leader in the development of radio and television. 
Stations KSD and KSD-TV are monuments to 
his enterprise in the newer fields of communi- 
cation, 

These are essential tacts in any summary of 
his life, but they hardly more than begin to tell 
what kind of man Joseph Pulitzer was or how 


he was regarded by his fellow newspaper men 


over the coumtry. 
. > * 

Those who worked with Mr. Pulitzer came to 
know the many qualities that marked him for 
journalistic leadership. Outstanding among these 
was his ability to keep his mind open until the 
evidence was in. He steadily sought new infor- 
mation and was always ready to revise his judg- 
gnents in the light of Jater data. Staff discussions 
led by him were frequent, free and searching. 
Then, when the newspaper's course was set, he 


__ stayed on it with purpose and determination. 


‘The expression of the contrary view com- 
manded his warm respect. He strongly invited 
opinions that differed from his.own. The editors 
and department heads might be overruled in the 
final decision. Yet their ideas were ever wel- 
comed and evaluated. And he usually accepted 
the advice provided, for he trusted the men he 
gathered around him. 

As the staff wrote to Mr. Pulitzer on the 


occasion of his seventieth birthday just ten days 


ago, the common experience was that he treated 


his associates and subordinates with the consid- 


eration that he himself would have expected if

As an eflien and publisher he gave a great 


deal of time to thinking about politics and -po- 


litical problems, invariably from the viewpoint 
of the independent voter. Under his direction, 
the Post-Dispatch, always independent itself, 
supported both Republicans and Democrats for 
Mayor, for seats in Congress, for Governor, for 
President of the [/nited States. His disposition 
was to be tolerant of human frailties, but he 
could and often did lash out at officials who be- 
trayed the public trust by faithlessness in office. 

Underlying all this was his intense belief in 
the people’s right to. know, as requisite to in- 
formed self-government at every level. He'dem- 
onstrated this countless times wfth long and ex- 
haustive news investigations and burning edi- 
torial crusades. He was as ready to take up the 
unpopular cause of an unknown GI's immigrant 
war bride, unjustly held on Ellis Island, as to 
deal with some prominent subject currently 


- talked about by everyone. 


He preferred to be an editor and was widely 
acclaimed as one. As he said, his heart was 
“more at home in the editorial sanctum than 
in the counting room.”. But he was vigilant to 
see that the Post-Dispatch was financially suc- 
cessful because he knew that if its survival was 
in doubt it could not be independent and bold 
on its editorial page or strong and probing in 
its news columns. 
: . - . 

As community leaders go Joseph Pulitzer was 
not. known first-hand to many people. This was 
because of his profound conviction that the 
editor ought to do his, work in his newspapeft 
office, not on committees or public bodies, how- 
ever worthy they might be. He believed that the 


_ hewspaper’s support of good works was the more 


effective because of the freedom that goes with 
detachment. He made few personal appearances, 
but when he talked in public his listeners ob- 
served that he spoke pointedly and felicitously. 

Away from the office, his many friends knew 
him as a warm human being who thoroughly 
enjoyed the good things of life. He loved the 
rugged islands and blue waters of the Maing. 
coast where’ he went in summer, but wherever 
he was his heart was in the rolling Mississipp!

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: A Presidential Birthday 

This Sunday, fittingly enough a holiday (Sun- 
day variety), might be observed as the birthday 
of the man who apparently was the First Presi- 
dent of the United States. He was not, of course, 
the Father of Our Country, but a distinguished 
if neglected first citizen named John Hanson. 

There is some dispute as to the exact date of 
Hangon’s birth, but his biographer, Seymour 
Wemyss Smith, gives the date as April 3, 1715. 
Hanson was descended from an English family 
which later married into Swedish royalty and 
came to the New World as part of the Swedish 
colony in southern New Jersey. Hanson himself 
was born in Maryland, became a patriot leader 
in the days before the Revolution and then a 
member of the Continental Congress. 

On Noy. 5, 1781, the secretary of Congress

Washington and others, stating that “I have the

then what becomes of the Department's previous 
claim that publication came-about only shortly 
after the accidental leaking of the papers to 
The New York Times—which in turn followéd 
disruption of an earlier ‘plan to.leak them 
through congressional committeemen? 

Chairman George's committee may be forgiven 
a certain curiosity on these points. It is) fully 
justified in inquiring whether the State Depart- 
ment intends to exploit the Yalta papers in the 
same way the Senate Republican Policy Commit- 
tee is exploiting them with its si-peae partisan 
summary. 

For that. matter President Wesaisiaer also 
ought to be interested in this inquiry. It was

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Better Than Legislation | 

Bills prohibiting and suniiiten the sale of 
sex, crime and horror “comics” continue on their 
almost unopposed way through one legislature ~ 
after another. Such a measure has just been 
given final ‘approval in Albany. A very sweep- 
ing version is about to be adopted by the British 
House of Commons despite a statement by the 
Home Secretary that he would have preferred 
to see the matter dealt with by other means. 

These are censorship laws, but hardly anybody 
mentions the First Amendment—even though 
this has been invoked in defense of some scur- 
rilous scandal-sheets lest a possibly dangerous 
precedent be established. It seems that the really 
offensive ‘“‘comics” are so disgusting and threat- 
ening to fundamental morality that men of dis- 
crimination simply do not want to be put in 
the position of defending them even for the 
most abstract reasons, 

There is an indignant feeling that the com- 
munity neéd not tolerate the revolting to pre- 
serve its liberties. It\is the unconscionable pub- 
lisher, instead, who is held to be properly sub- 
ject to restrictions.. Incidentally, Variety, the 
magazine of the entertainment world, is warning 
record-makers and disc jockeys against so-called 
popular songs which it hotds to be in the same 
category as the “comics.” . 

Most ‘of the publishers have joined in a pro- 
gram of self-discipline. A little time must be 
granted for judging its results. But meanwhile 
there are publishers who feject the restraint 
which might.cost them an extra dollar or two. 
Such individuals, of course, spurn that minimum 
standard of decency essential to the well-being 
of the community. It is they who have brought 
about not only the adoption of prohibitory state 
laws, but the consideration of federal legisla- 
tion. Can they expect others to speak in their 
defense? . 

There is, however, another side to this issue. 


‘ Temptation need not lead to sin. The publica- 


tion of salacious “comics” need not guarantee 
their purchase. The preservation of morality 
is a charge on parents, teachers and ministers 
as well as on publishers. The duty hardly is ful- 
filled by transferring it to the police and the 
courts. A boycott against trash could change the 
minds of its providers faster than any legislation.

Still Anpther Warning 

St. Louis county officials have received one 
more warning from Jefferson City~House defeat 
of a bill to postpone execution of the State Tax 
Commission’s assessment equalization order tells 
the county officials what they have been told 
before: not to count on something turning up 
to relieve them of the consequences of increased 
assessments this year. 

Apparently the hope .of something turning up 
dies hard. The County Council committee on the 
assessment question says it will bring out an 
equitable plan for detailed reassessment of real 
estate which can be put into effect in 1956. 

A few weeks ago the public was being told 
that reassessment was so enormous a task that 
it.would take years. Now the public is told that 
it can be done within a year. That’s progress, 
anyway. But it does not follow that the State 
Tax Commission will accept such a plan—even 


a good plan—as reason for postponing its state- - 


wide equalization order. 

Why should it, after all? St. Louis county is 
only one of 26 counties affected by the order. 
And the state’s interest is in equalizing as be- 
tween counties—something quite different from 
equalizing as between individual taxpayers. 

If county officials are wise, then, they should 
proceed on the assumption that, whether or. not 
they set in motion their too-long-neglected equal- 
ization within the county, they will still have to 
meet the state’s requirements this’ year.

George Kennan, former Ambassador to Russia, was among ee 
protesting mail ban against Soviet newspapers; he asked if cen- 
sorship was approved at top level and if it represents fear of 
weakness of our own philosophy; columnist answers questions.

Inevitably protests have followed the 
recent public realization that general 
use of the United States mails is denied 
to Pravda, Izvestia and other foreign 
organs of intemnational Communism. 
The ban by the Post Office Depart- 
ment is not new, atid the Attorney Gen- 
éral’s opinion which confirms the de- 
partment’s power to make this exclu- 
sion dates back to 1940. But the policy 
was news to many 
American citizens. 
Hence the cur- 
rent protests that 
this Government is 
“making it incon- 
venient for respon- 
sible ~anti-Commu- 
nist scholars” and 
censoring “clearly 
identifiable propa- 
ganda material.” 
In a letter to this 
newspaper George 
F. Kennan, former 
Ambassador to So- 
viet Russia, asked: 
“Is this a delib- 
erate decision of the highest authorl- 
ties of our Government, taken in full 
cognizance of the advice that might be 
offered by persons familiar with the 
contents of these newspapers?

“Or is it merely the decision of secu- © 


rity authorities, who have no obligation 
to take into account the wider issues 
involved and no facilities for doing so? 

“Are there really people in our. Gov- 
ernment who believe that our own po- 
litical philosophy is so unconvincing, 
our attachment to it so weak, our youth 
so bewildered and gullible that we must 
shield our people physically from every 
eonfrontation with Communist 
thought?” 

This correspondent sought the an- 
swers to these questions in the three 
departments concerned—State, Justice 
and the Post Office. Here is the net of, 
that inquiry: : 

The State Department said it was 
aware of the ban. But it had not been 
active in the matter, at least under its 
present management. The place to ask 
the questions was that unit of Justice 


which enforces the Foreign Agents Reg- | 


istration Act, now 17 years old. 
The Justice Department spokesmen 


said the matter was within the sole jur- | 


isdiction of the Post Office Department, 
with the 1940 opinion of the Attorney 
General as guide. 

The issue arose when agents of Nazi 
Germany went abroad and mailed prop- 
aganda broadsides to the United States. 

The Attorney General advised Post 
Office that the matter could legally be 
banned from circulating in the mails if 
three conditions were present. Those 
were: Use of the mails to disseminate 


foreign political propaganda; such use 
by the agent of a foreign principal; 
the method designed to elude the pro- 
visions of the Foreign Agents Registra- 
tion Act. 

‘Finding that these conditions existed, 
the Postmaster General banned the ma- 
terial. Obviously the present incum- 
bent of that post has come to the same 
conclusion as to Pravda, Izvestia and 
other publications of the Communist 
parties and Governments overseas. , 

Certainly we have excluded these so- 
called newspapers, said the spokesman 
for the Post Office Department, and we 
will continue to do so. It is our duty 
to ban from the mails printed matter 
designed to advance a foreign political 
ideology, especially one in which the 
destruction of our form of government 
is implicit. 

Izvestia and Pravda are the official 
publications of the Kremlin. For years, 
when copies of them for circulation in 
the mails have been turned over by cus- 
toms officials‘of the Treasury, the Post 
Office Department has declared them 
unmailable. 

There is nothing new about it, and it 
did not begin with the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration. Foreign-use of United 
States mails is a privilege. Why open 
them up to destructive Communist 
propaganda just because they arrive in 
newspaper form? 

Any American newspaper which con- 
tained matter violative of the postal 
laws would also be denied access to the 
mails. 

Yes, this” was a unilateral decision 
of the department under the law and its 
full responsibility for enforcement. No, 
there have been no protests from any 
other official quarter. 

Yes. that includes State, Justice and 
the White House. Furthermore, the 


. action is strongly supported in Con- 


gress. Members are constantly urging 
full vigilance by the Canernens in en- 
forcing the law. 

So apparently, answering one of Ken- 
nan’s questions, this .is “a deliberate 
decision of the highest aabharitien of 
our ernment.” Or, if they are not 
the highest, they have suffered no check 
in the top echelons, or in -the apex of 
these which is the White House. 

Also apparently, the decisions, past 
and present, were based on reports of 
contents made by persons familiar with 
the languages in which these news- 
papers are printed. But these — 
did not include Ambassador Kennan, 
despite his outstanding qualifications to 
be consulted. 

Unquestionably his views are shared 
by many others who think the law, or 
the policy, or both, create effective 
Communist propaganda which = the 
banned publications never could.

FOR FLUORIDATION 


The East St. Louis Dental So- 
ciety, reporting that 92 per cent 
of second-grade pupils attend- 
ing public and parochial schools 
in East St. Louis have some de- 
gree of tooth decay, said yester- 
day it believéd the condition was 
due to lack of fluorides in drink- 
ing water. 

Dr. T. E. Prosser III, chair- 
man of a 14-man committee 
which made the survey, told the 
Post-Dispatch the extent. of de- 
cay among East St. Louis pupils 
was much higher than in com- 
munities with fluoridated water. 
Aurora, Ill., which has natural 
fluoridation, has 40 to 50 per 
cent less decay, he said. 

The committee began its sur-, 
vey in January and found only 
141 of 1719 children examined 
had teeth free of decay. Copies 
of the report were submitted to 
the East St. Louis Council along 
with a recommendation for flu- 
oridation of the city’s water sup- 
ply. The East Side Health Dis- 
trict co-operated in the survey.

The New Filr

HAT old maestro of suspense, Alfred Hitchcock, has 
come up with another masterpiece in his field, “REAR 
WINDOW,” another Paramount film long delayed in 
release here because of differences over terms, but finally 

a showing at the ST. 1 ons TREATED 
starting this evening. 


Michael Hayes have concocted with a new 
gimmick, reminiscent of Hitehcock’s stunt 
in “Rope” in-which the camera er left 
the actors. All that takes place here is as 
, seen from the rear window of-a Greenwich 
Village Apartment, or in the apartment itsei?. Jimmy 
Stewart, a frankly nosy news magazine photographer laid 
with a broken leg, amuses himself by observing the 
little dramas and comedies that go on in a half dozen apart- 
ments looking out on the court. 

I've always thought the modern picture window usually 
provides the best picture for the neighbors, and this is cer- 
tainly true here. There is a musician trying to put a com- 
position together against the odds of partying friends, a 
“Miss Torso,” a ballet dancer whose forte seems to be the 
strip tease, a sculpttess, a “Miss Lonelyhearts,” who appears 
to be thinking of suicide, two honeymooners, a ¢ouple at- 
tached to their little dog, and a man whom the inquiring 
photographer suspects more than slightly has dismembered 
his wife and is taking the Pieces out in suitcases. 

’ Hitchcock handles these interwoven vignettes with 
humor and sympathy, until he comes to the last. Then he 
builds up terrific suspense—the detective lieutenant friend 
(Wendell Corey) is amused for a maddeningly long time 
over Jimthy’s suspicions, This mounts into about as hair- 
raising a climax as you've ever seen, even in Hitchcock. 


The film has been perfectly directed and is acted with 
extraordinary conviction by Stewart. Grace Kelly, as his 
cafe society fiancee, and Thelma Ritter as his nurse are 
mostly sounding boards for Jimmy’s reflections, as the plot 
is all taking place outside his apartment. But Miss Kelly 
is lovely, charming and glowing, just the girl to brighten 
up a murder story, and Miss Ritter is given some wryly 
humorous lines. 

This ought to hold you spellbound all the way.

Lots of Injuns 


The press book for “WHITE FEATHER,” at the FOX, 
assures us that there were 2500 Mexican Indians in the 
scenes showing the mass evacuation of the Cheyenne In- 
dians after their surrender in 1877, and the climax in which 
two rebellious young .Cheyenne braves 
choose to challenge a whole cavalry regi- 
ment and to die. I am actually inclined 
to believe this claim. The picture was 
shot near Durango, in Central Mexico, as 
representing the country near Fort Lara- 
mie, Wyoming, and I° presume the price 
. of extras is cheap there. Anyway, the 
scenes of the evacuation, a plain full of tepees, and the 
long column of cavalry are quite impressive in CinemaScope. 


Outside of that, the drama is routine. The Indians are 
shown in a sympathetic light, and more human than the 
usual symbols of ferocity, with the young braves inclined 
to much rough horseplay. But the playing of the principal 
Indian roles by obvious Caucasians (Jeffrey Hunter, Eduard 
Franz, Hugh O'Brian, Debra Paget) takes away.any real 
authenticity which might have been obtained, and it lacks 
dramatic punch. Robert Wagner is the romantic hero.

Fantasy is a tricky business. Dr. Seyss (Ted Geisel), 
cartoonist noted for his fantastic animals and his Gerald 
McBoing-Boing movie cartoon, has set out in “THE 5000 
FINGERS OF DR.

St. Louis Program Being Planned for Above-Average Sixth-Graders and High School Freshmen

The 
high school program already has 
been presented to the Board of 
Education and the elementary 
school recommendation will be 
presented at the Board’s April 
12 meeting. 


It doesn’t mean that the stu- | 


dents selected will graduate any 
earlier than ‘their classmates. 
They won't be set-apart and 
pointed to as freaks or monsters 
or bookworms. Some will be 
among the most popular students 
in school. Few, besides their 
nts and teachers, will even 
w they’ve been chosen and 
owed will be no fanfare about 
their participation. 


But they will work harder, 


study more, read more—and um- 


doubtedly learn more—than the ' 


others. 

In the elementary schools, they 
are being selected from ‘sixth- 
grade classes solely on’ the basis 
of 1.Q. tests or, as Assistant 
Superintendent Edward H. Beu- 
mer puts it, “intellectual power.” 
All with an'1.Q. of 125 or more 
—average is between 90 and 110 
—are being enrolled in the spe- 
cial program with their parents’ 
consent. 

In the high schools, freshmen 
will be selected not only on the 
basis of 1.Q. tests, to be conduct- 
ed early in the fall, but for apti- 
tudes in such specialized areas 
as music, art, woodworking and 
mechanics, social adjustment 
and, above all, for their poten- 
tial learning capacity. 
~ That means a boy with an ex- 
ceptionally high I.Q. who is 
making C grades because he 
doesn't like to study or has no 
vocational goal, might be chosen 


along with a girl with a lower, 


1.Q. who has a real talent for art 
or music, or a boy with average 
scholarship who is a_ gifted 
craftsman or machinist. 

The elementary school pro- 
gram will begin with sixth- 
graders who will continue the 
specialized program through 
their remaining three years of 
grade school. The second year, 
another group of sixth-graders 
would be selected and the fol- 
lowing year, a third group would 
enter the three-yéar program. 
Since the high school project 
has a broader base for selecting 
students, it can be assumed that 
all in the grade school program 
will continue it as high school 
freshmen. 
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N at least one school, sopho- 

mores also will be included, 

but the high schooi program is 
principally for next fall’s enter- 
ing freshmen. Officials estimate 
that 3 per cent of the 7000 sixth- 
graders—all those with 1.Q.s of 
125 or more—and between 10 
and 12 per cent of the 6000 
freshmen will be included. That 
would indicate an enrollment 
for the first year of approxi- 
mately 800 to 1000.

However, Inbody and Baker 
said, there will be no accelera- 
tion or graduating in three in- 
stead of four years. Instead, the 
base of the educational program 
will be broadened, the curri- 
culum made more challenging. 

“A 16-year-old child may be 
brilliant,” said Baker, “but we 
feel he still needs the social 


contacts with other 16-year- [ 


olds. This isn’t a matter of 
rushing him through school 
simply because he is able to 
learn faster than others. But 
he will have a richer and more 
specialized program of study.”

“We want to ferret out the 
young student scientist, but first 
of all we want him to be a good 
citizen. In other words, it 
would be wrong and foolish to 
train a boy in the laboratory if 
his school work didn’t help de- 
velop in him the right : ttitudes 
so that 20 years from now, as a 
scientist, he wouldn't tempt- 
ed to sell out his country.” 


The program is started early 


~ 


in a student’s high school career 
so that by his junior year, when 
he has the right of choice of 
subjects to some extent, he will 
already have received a rich and 
broad background and can 
choose his later study more 
wisely. 

Those in the specialized pro- 
gram will be encouraged to add 
a subject to their study load 
rather than spend an hour of 
the school day in study hall. 

Principals and counselors will 
confer with each high school 
student selected as well as with 
their parents. In these parental 
conferences, Baker said, it will 
be emphasized: 

1..The pupil is not to be in- 
formed that he is unusual or to 
be treated as such. 

2. The parents must not brag 
about him. 

3. He should go to college if 
at all possible, obtain technical 
training, or 

4. He should be allowed to 
earry five subjects, instead of 
the usual four. | 

5. In addition to his especial 
interest, he should choose sub- 
jects from the fields best suited 
to his abilities and qualifica- 
tions. 

6. School and eommunity ac- 


tivities should be encouraged. 

7. The pupil must not be ex- 
Ploited but challenged. 

~ 8. There shall be no accelera- 


tion. 

Although high school stu- 
dents will carry ye ‘ae indi- 
vidual programs and 
be segregated into po class- 
rooms, the sixth-graders will be 
kept together for their enriched 
curriculum, Beumer said. 

“Since the elementary school 
pupils follow a_ prescribed 
course of study and there is no 


opportunity for choosing sub- ° 


jects of their special choice, we 
feel it’s best to gather the chil- 
dress together and give them 
all the same work,” he said. 


“We expect to designate cer- 
tain classrooms in each of sev- 
eral schools and gather the 
gifted students ffom surround- 
ing schools. But to all intents 
and purposes, they'll 
like any other group of students 
in a given room. They won't be 
pointed to as exceptional pupils, 
but the work they receive will 
be more challenging and broad- 
- than the regular curricu- 
um.” 
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EPORTING a “new wave of 

interest throughout the coun- 

try in the education of gifted 
children,” Dr. Will French, pro- 
fessor of education at Columbia 
University, told St. Louis school 
officials here recently that the 
country’s manpower shortage 
demands specialized talents, but 
that “where the world needs one 
Einstein, it needs thousands of 
persons with a degree of intel- 
ligence just above average.” 


He opposed segregation of 


especially gifted young people, 


however, because the remainder 
then lack the leadership of those 
above average, and are left in a 
“soggy situation.” 


Dr. French indorsed the de- 
velopment of. special talents in 
science and technology, but de- 
clared: that “unless we develop 
talents also in social sciences, 
we will be creating a technolog- 
ical power that could work to- 
ward our own destruction.” 

St. Louis Superintendent of 
Instruction Philip J. Hickey also 
pointed to the need for develop- 
ment of good citizenship along 
with emphasis on making the 
most of academic and techno- 
logical talents. 


“If our fundamental purpose 
is to develop the potential of 
each youth, despite the fact that 
schools must operate as a mass 
institution, we have to do every- 
thing we can to adjust our pro- 
gram to meet the needs of in- 
dividual youngsters,” he said. 


“We want a program that 
helps develop civie responsibil- 
ity, human relations, vocational 
competence and self-realization. 
Our program for gifted or 
above-average students will em- 
phasize the last, so that each 
child can be guided into his 
highest potential not only as a 
student but as an individual.”
